Giving the 
Belgic this time allowance the ship should 
buve beon in ou Sunday at tho latest. The 
Belgic is a sistor ship of the Guclic and 
Oceanic, and, whila she ia a slowgoing 
vessel, if she wero pushed to her speed 
aha could easily make up for lost time 
between here und Honolulu. 
whet makes the situation doabtfal, Tt 
might be possible that she got tangled 
up With the quarantine Jaws at Honolulu, 
but this is hardly probable aa she bad no 
Chinese on board. Tho City of Peking 
made the trip straight acrosa from Yoko- 
hama in nineloan days in 1890, City of 
Peking ie not the fastest orafs afloat in the 
Chins line, and in the oarly part of this 
yoar sho camo over by way of Honolaka 
Tu twenty-one days. It took ber seven and 
# half days to come here from tho islenda. 
The Ccsanic came over in the early part of 
this year in nineteon days. She is one of 
the awiftest boats in the Ocoidental and 
Oriental line, yet it took her eleven daye 
avd forty-nine minutes to make the trip 
from Honolulu, The Chine made the 
beat trip thie year, coming over bere from 

- Yokohema in sixteen daya, This was by 
way of Honolulu, and the crack ship of 
the Pacific Muil flest came up from the 
islands in just eix deye, The Guelic made 
the spin from Yokohama in sighteen 
doys, making the voyago from Honolala 
in six and one-half day. Tha Belgic her- 
self haz made aa good tima as ony vessel 
which saila over the course, and if she 
yenched Honolulu on time she is now 
seven days out from the islands,
